Fold over the edges of each 
piece of fabric and press with 
an iron. Neatly hem the edges 
with a sewing machine, using 
white cotton thread. 


Using craft tape, mask 
off a narrow stripe 
(approximately 1cm 
wide) along the two 
long sides of the table runner. 
Stick the craft tape down 
firmly and make sure that the 
two pieces are straight and 
evenly spaced all the way 
down. Repeat this process 
with the two place mats. 


3 Carefully apply the 

red fabric paint to the 
stripes in between 
the craft tape on each 
piece of fabric. Be quite liberal 
when applying the paint so 
you are left with a strong, crisp 
line. Leave to dry thoroughly 
before removing the tape, 
then iron over the stripes on 
each piece to seal the paint.

W hen Jez and I came 
to view this house on 
a lovely terraced street 
in County Durham, we 
took two steps inside 
and just knew it was the one for us, even 
though it needed a lot of work,’ says 
Clare. ‘We’d Just got married and neither 
of us had any experience of renovating 
houses. I was moving from a little 
new-build starter home and my husband 
Jez was leaving his parents’ place, but 
we were up for the challenge! 

There was woodchip everywhere, which 
took ages to scrape off, and the colour 
schemes were a bit dated, but we loved 
its character and could see the potential. 
The previous owners had just had a baby 
and had spent most of their budget on 
structural work so there was hardly any 
furniture in the house when we had our 
viewing, but at least this made it easy to 
see how the space could work for us. 

The work begins 

Once we started removing the wallpaper 
we knew we’d need to re-skim all the walls 
as big chunks of plaster were falling off. 
Undeterred, we gradually worked our way 
around the house starting in the living 
room. Then when Joseph and Millie came 
along we tackled their bedrooms. 

It was the kitchen that needed the most 
work though, as the room was quite small 
for a family and the cupboard doors were 
hanging off! So, about eight years ago, we 
decided to build an extension to create a 
kitchen-diner. The house had already been 
extended in the 1970s with a ground-floor 
bathroom off the kitchen, but there was 
space to extend into the side return, too. 

At first the architect suggested a slightly 
more modest build to create a big square 
kitchen-diner. But as it wasn’t going to cost 
that much more for double the space, we 
decided to extend even further out into 
the rear garden to make a larger L-shaped 
room with an additional seating area. 

We just thought that if you’re going to do 
something, you may as well really go for it! 

It was quite disruptive but we made a 
little makeshift kitchen with a microwave >>

» in the snug next door and luckily we 
have a shower room upstairs, so we didn’t 
need to traipse through the dusty kitchen 
when we wanted to use the bathroom. 

As we’d already had a new reclaimed 
wood kitchen installed, we had to protect it 
while the work was going on. We managed 
to keep one row of units, but as the other 
row was attached to the wall that was 
being removed, it needed a slight redesign. 
This is why there’s a wood worktop on 
one side and granite on the island. 

Looking back, it was definitely the right 
decision as this space is lovely and light, 
with French windows opening out to the 
garden plus two skylights above. We only 
lost a gravelled area at the side and a patio 
area at the rear, so it hasn’t encroached too 
much into the garden, but it’s made a huge 
difference to how we live. The kids can 
either be relaxing and watching TV or 
doing their homework at the dining table 


while I’m cooking the dinner. We find that 
we now spend most of our time in here. 

Finding my style 

When it came to the decor, I wanted a 
neutral backdrop so the rooms would flow 
well together. I’ve used Farrow & Ball’s 
Hardwick White quite a lot, as well as 
Crown’s Winter Bloom on the woodwork. 

I also had another chalky white shade 
specially mixed to tie in with the wallpaper 
that used to be in the living room. 

Because of the pale palette, it makes it 
easy to move things around from room to 
room and to find new buys that I can work 
in. But if I wanted to introduce an accent 
colour in the future, it would be so easy to 
do. Upstairs is more colourful, especially 
the kids’ bedrooms, which are decorated 
with bright fabrics and accessories.
